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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues the references fail to teach 
"wherein the framework is capable of managing multiple application complexes of different types based on the configuration information 
provided by said plugin for each respective application-complex type", as claimed. Examiner respectfully disagrees. Carlson teaches 
different application complex types by teaching clusters offering different types of services (col. 3 lines 38-51; col. 4 lines 21 - 58). 
Additionally, Watt teaches a specific application can be confined to a specific cluster ( 109). 

Carlson also teaches an administrative server and tools that work with the plug-in to configure the clusters and servers in the clusters (col. 
9 lines 42 - 55; col. 1 1 lines 28 - 43; col. 12 lines 6 - 26). The plug-in provides configuration information to perform load balancing, which 
includes selecting a server to service a request. The load balancing can further be configured using an administrative tool. 

Applicant argues Choquier is different from the claimed invention because it teaches repiication servers providing the same service rather 
than different applications based on the application-complex type. However, claim 1 recites servers in the same tier executing the same 
application. Therefore, the replication servers of Choquier do not necessarily teach away from the claimed invention. Different applications 
based on the application-complex type are taught, for example, by the wide variety of service types that can be provided as disclosed by 
Carlson (col. 2 lines 20 - 28). 

Continuation of 13. Other: In view of the claim amendment, the objection to claim 1 is withdrawn. 
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
